Slavery Prohibition in Lousiana, 

At the late session of the Legisla ure ot 
Louisiana, an act was passed prolubiung the 
further imtroduction of Slaves into tha: State 
for sale. The tuliowing ts an abstract of the 
act 

sic. 1. No person shall, after the first day 
of June, 14.6, bring into this State any Slave, 
with the intent to sell or hire, the same, under 
the penalty of beng punwhed by unprison- 
ment not cxccceding two years, aud fined not 
exceeding one thousand dollars, and more- 
over shall foriest the said slave or slaves. 

sac. 2. That hereatter any person who has 
a bana fide iniewion to enigvate to this State, 
wilh a view to become av imhabitant thereol, 
shall be allowed to bring with them their 
siaves, and employ the same witiun the hmits 
of the State: Provided, that any slaves so 
Lrought in by an cangrant shali not be sold 
or cachanged for the term of two years from 
the Ume they were brought into the State, 
under a penalty ot adorfeiture of the shuves so 
sold. 
Sec. 3. Any bona fide citizen of this State 
shall be allowed to Urmg therein and employ 
ay siaves ot winch he may be the lawful ow. 
ner, provided that any slaves brought into 
thus State by aay c.tizen thereof, under the 
provsions of this sccuon, shall not be sold or 
caxcuan ed uot attcr said slaves have been 
two years wilhin the State, under the penalty 
of torteaang the aforesud slaves. 
See. 4 Any glave or siaves brought into 
this State in contravention of any of the pro- 
Visions of this act, slall, af er due condemaa- 
ton, by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
be sold alter ten day's aotice by the sherff ot 
tie parishin which said slaves have been con- 
demned, and the net proceeds of said slaves, 
whien sold, shall be paid over one fourth to 
the intormer or informers, and the other Uiree 
fourths to the Urcasurer of (he State.
